THE SURRENDER OF THE CITY. 

The First Philippine Expedition 
Has Reached Manilla. 




THF LADRONE ISLANDS TAKEN 



On Friday General Shafter, in his 
continued advance on Santiago, found 
the Spaniards etrongly entrenched at 
El Cauey and prepared to dispute hie 
further approach to th. city. A des- 
perate battle ensued, and all day long 
under tho blazing tropical sun the 
fwo armies fought. The Spaniards 
bravely htood to their position, but 
toward evening wore forced back 
with heavy loss by the stubborn and 
resihtless attack of the American' 
Night closed in with the Spaniards 
flying and tho Americans in posses- 
sion of the intieuchments they had 
occupied in the morning. The Amer- 
ican loss, as well as the Spanish, was 
heavy in both killed and wounded. 

Saturday morning the battle was 
resumed, and though the Spaniards 
were driven back with great slaugh- 
ter, the night fell with the Americans 
unable to reach Santiago. Id the 
two days' battles the American loss in 
killed and wouuded will most prob- 
ably reach 1200, while the Spanish 
loss is Baid to be much heavier. Sun- 
day morning General Shafter tele- 
graphed the War Department ai 
Washington: 

Playa del Este, July 3.— To 
Secretary of War, Washingt< 
Camp, near Sevilla, Cuba, July 
3. — We have the town well invest- 
ed on the north and east, but with 
very thin line. Upon approach- 
ing it, we find it of such character 
and the defenses so strong it will 
be impossible to carry it by storm 
with my present force. Our losses 
up to date will aggregate a thous- 
and. The list has not yet been 
made. 

But little sickness outside of ex 
haustion from intense heat and ex 
ertion of the battle of the day be- 
fore yesterday and the almost con- 
stant fire which is kept up on the 
trenches. 

The wagon road to the rear is 
kept up with some difficulty on 
account of the rains, but I will be 
able to use it for the present. 

Gen. Wheeler is seriously ill, 
and will probably have to go to 
the rear to-day. Gen. Young is 
also very ill, confined to his bed. 

Gen. Hawkins was slightly 
wounded in the foot during sortie

Yesterday brought glorious news 
from all directions for the American*. 
News was received by the War De- 
partment, and later fully confirmed, 
that Sunday morning Admiral Samp- 
son had destroyed all but one of Ad- 
miral Cervera'e fleet of warships in 
Santiago harbor. The details are not 
given, but it is supposed that Cer- 
vera made a break for the outside 
of the harbor and that Sampson swept 
down on him with the above result. 
The dispatch adds that General Shaf- 
ter had later made a demand for the 
city's surrender, The demand had 
not been acceded to so far as heard 
from. 

jo Spanish reports of the land 
battles of Friday and Saturday admit 
that their toss was something: fearful. 
General Linares, the Spanish com- 



mander, was badly, if uot fatally, 
wounded. 

From Manilla comes the news that 
the first expedition of 2,500 ttoopn 
convoyed by tue Charleston had 
reached Admiral Dewey on June 30. 
On the way the expedition stopped at 
and took possession of the Lad rone 
Ielands, making prisoners of the Span- 
ish garrison and bringing the Spanish 
Governor of the islands away a pris- 
oner. A body of ^American troops 
was left to hold possession of the 
islands. 

Reinforcements will be hurried to 
General Shatter, though it is probable 
be will not need them to take the 
city of Santiago
